A NATION OF STUDENTS 
—A “LAND OF LEARNING” 


The great leader President Kim II Sung has 
stated: 

“Indeed, our country is a ‘land of education’, a 
‘land of learning’ where all the people study at 
the expense of the state.” 

Korea's socialist educational system established 
by the President is the most superior, popular 
system, under which the state takes the responsi- 
bility for the education of the entire nation. 

The excellence of this system is represented, 
among other things, by universal compulsoriness, 
With the universal compulsory education of 11 
years available, the younger generation under 
the working age are to get a complete course of 
general secondary education. 

Those working people who had been unable 
to learn in the exploiter society are enrolled in 
various forms of study-while-work educational 
system. 

Also with the universal 11 year education enac- 
ted preparations are under way to make college 
education compulsory for intellectualization of the 
whole of society. 

The compulsory education in Korea is entirely 
free. 

Right after liberation, despite the extremely 
difficult economic conditions, the state took the 
measure to exempt poor pupils from tuition fees 
and offer scholarships to the students of spe- 
cialized schools and colleges. In postwar days the 
universal primary and secondary compulsory edu- 
cation was provided free of charge. In 1959 the 
universal free education was instituted. 


At present all children and students from 
kindergarten to the university study at state ex- 
pense, 

In Korea social education, too, is available free 
of charge, and the education for cadres and the 
adult education for working people are given at 
state expense. 

Children are brought up and trained at state 
and public expense. After liberation enormous 
funds were directed by the state to attach creches 
and kindergartens to industrial and other esta- 
blishments in towns and state-run farms; in the 
difficult days of the Fatherland Liberation War, 
radical steps were taken to set up many baby 
homes and orphanages to rear orphans at public 
expense, 

With the expansion of the self-supporting na- 
tional economy and the establishment of the so- 
cialist system in the country after the war, the 
nursing and training of children was undertaken 
on a large scale by the state and it has improved 
considerably. 

Thus there has been established a solid social- 
ist system of children’s rearing and education, 
whereby all preschool children are raised collec- 
tively at nurseries and kindergartens. 

Our country is indeed a proud “land of edu- 
cation”, a “land of learning’, where the entire 
people study all their life under the brilliant 
"Theses on Socialist Education” and the “Law of 
Children’s Upbringing and Education” provided 
by President Kim I! Sung.

THE LAND OF LONGEVITY 
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The fatherly leader President Kim II Sung asks about health of cooperative farmers 
and instructs about improving preventive medical work during his visit at a clinic 
of Kumbu-ri, a remote mountain village in Sakju County, North Pyongan Province 
(Aug. 14, 1966) 


In our country man is most cherished and all 
working people live without any worry about 
medical treatment under the popular public 
health system. 

The great leader President Kim I] Sung has 
said: 

“Universal free medical care has also been in- 
troduced in this country, so that all working peo- 
ple are free from worries about medical care.” 

Our public health system is characterized by 
universal free treatment. 

Free medical service was partially introduced 
soon after liberation under the President's warm 
solicitude. On the basis of it, the service became 
universal in January 1953 during the war. Since 
then our working people have become to pay no 
charges for treatment, medicines, hospitalization, 
and even their expenses for accommodation and 
travels to sanatoria are covered by the state. 

Modern medical establishments are available in 
all urban and rural areas, and medical workers are 
in the service of working people everywhere. 
Every county has a hospital and village clinics 
have been transformed into hospitals. 

Epidemic and endemic diseases have been eli- 
minated as a result of the successful implementa- 
tion of the preventive medical policy advanced 
by the President. Now the section doctor system 
which proved to be most advanced is at work, 
under which medical workers take care of the in- 
habitants with full responsibility. 

In addition to the modern medicine, Tonguihak 


or Korean traditional medicine, inheriting the age- 
old methods of treatment left by our forefathers, 
has been developed and the methods of folk re- 
medies theorized systematically. 

At the same time medicinal herbs are widely 
cultivated and the production of crude drugs has 
been increasing. Mineral water and hot springs 
found across the country are widely used for me- 
dical and preventive purposes. 

Medical workers are filled with unlimited fide- 
lity to the Party and the people and deep love 
for man. 

There are medical colleges, higher medical 
schools, nurse training centers in all provinces and 
great numbers of doctors and medical workers 
are produced every year. 

The number of hospital beds is increasing year 
after year. 

Our self-supporting pharmaceutical industry 
backed by the powerful national economy has 
made rapid progress, with the subsequent increase 
of bases for medical instruments production. 

Under the advanced public health system esta- 
blished by the fatherly leader President 
Kim Il Sung the mortality rate has been reduced 
to one-fourth and the average life span of people 
increased to 73 years, in comparison with the pre- 
liberation year. Our people's age-old desire to 
free from diseases has been realized only in the 
era of the Workers’ Party.
